It is written to his father in 
this city. 
He writes as follows: “ In 
my last, I gave you a sketch of my 
experience and connection with the 
sinking of the Ville du Havre. 
L will 
now give you my opinions concerning 
the cause of the accident. 
From all 
I can gather from the officers and 
men, 1 conclude the blame lies entire­ 
ly with the officer on watch 011 the 
steamer, whose duty it was to get 
out 
of the Locliern’* 
way; 
and 
it appears th at instead of doing this, 
lie did the very opposite, altering the 
course of the steam er so as to run 
right across 1 lie how of the Locliern— 
at least, so says the officer on watch 
on the latter boat at the time of the 
collision. 
In any case it is an ac­ 
knowledged rule at sea that a steamer 
is hound to get out of the way of sail­ 
ing vessels. 'riu* night was magnifi­ 
cently clear and calm,and the accident 
can only have occurred through some 
inexcusable blunder of those in charge 
of the steamer. After the accident (if 
it can lie called such) liad occurred, 
and while the ship was sinking, the 
officers and erew behaved in a most 
cowardly manuei. The latter 1 know, 
and therefore I believe that they only 
looked out for themselves and left the 
women and children to look out for 
themselves, the only exception I saw 
being Mr. Audmont, whom I saw, 
throe or four minutes before the ship 
went down, going below. I told him 
lie would not have time to get up 
again, to which he answered that lie 
must look after those who wore crush­ 
ed in their staterooms, 
fie never 
came up again. A subsequent fact is 
that not a single passenger was taken 
from the sinking ship by the boats, all 
being picked Up In tin* water, while at 
least twenty of the officers and crew 
reached the Locliern without wetting 
their shoes. 
Of captain Surniont’s 
conduct I know nothing. Those who 
saw him spoke well of him, and I don’t 
think he is directly to blame for the 
collision, although he is to blame for 
not having his crew under better de- 
oipline, and for not having his boats 
in condition to he promptly lowered. 
In great contrast with the demoraliz­ 
ed condition of the erew was the ex­ 
ceeding coolness of the passengers, 
even women and children. Mo scream­ 
ing and running about with our wo­ 
men. They were in knots praying 
quietly, while the men were looking 
around for pieces of wood, or were 
making* efforts to get one of the boats, 
which the crew had abandoned, clear 
of the ship, so that it might float 
before tlic vessel sank. 
Language 
fails in expressing my admiration of 
the gallantry and generosity ot oflicers 
and crow of the Locliern and of the 
Trimountain. The former saved the 
greater part of us from a watery grave, 
both gave us clothing and did all in 
their power to make us comfortable. 
The French crew, 011 the contrary, 
were a mob of brutes and cowards.”

Something Lacking. 
It is with genuino pleasure that we 
refer to every evidence of enterprise 
on the part of our citizens, and few 
copies of the Herald have been is­ 
sued without calling attention to some 
substantial improvement in our city. 
There is still a great deal to do how­ 
ever to bring Los Angeles up to the 
standard that a city of her wealth and 
imputation ought to aspire to, and one 
of t he first things that ought to en­ 
gage the attention of phblic spirited 
citizens is the improvement of our 
church accommodations. At present 
they amount to just nothing at all, 
when the requirements of a city of 12,- 
ooo inhabitants are considered, to say 
nothing of the constant influx of stran­ 
gers coming here for health and pleas­ 
ure.The Jewish Synagogue is the only 
creditable church building in town. 
It isa really handsome building, and 
should be a standing rebuke to the 
Christian denominations for allowing 
their flocks to go unprovided for. The 
t'atholics have the next best bouse, 
and they have made a beginning to­ 
ward putting up a building worthy of 
the church and the city, but their dil­ 
atory progress is not very encouraging. 
The M. E. Church worships in a very 
unpretending little brick house on 
Fort street, and while it may be large 
enough to accommodate the immedi­ 
ate members, there is nothing about it 
to attract the sojourner, and it certain­ 
ly is not an ornament to the city. The 
Ai. E. South, occupies Leek’s Hall, 
and so far as we know have made no 
arrangements for a building of their 
own. The Episcopal Church, we un- 
dertaud cannot be occupied on account 
of its dilapidatedcondition and the con­ 
gregation hold services in the Templars 
Hall. There has been,we believe,some 
talk of selling their old building and 
erecting a new one, but we have heard 
nothing of it lately. The Congrega- 
tionalists have a building but, like 
tlie Methodist church, it is small, 
cheap, and poorly furnished. These 
with the unflmshed little box that is 
occupied by the colored congregation, 
make up the sum total of our churches 
and are expected to accommodate a 
permanent population of twelve thous­ 
and, and a floating element that will 
represent half as many more. 
This is not as it ought to be; in fact 
it is a positive disgrace to our city, 
and has contributed to the loss of more 
than one family to our population. 
We do not mean to assert that a con­ 
gregation cannot perform God’s ser­ 
vice in a little shabby church, and 
some of our societies are doubtless so 
weak that they can afford no other, 
but this city is large enough and 
wealthy enough to remove any cause 
for such complaint , and we are confi­ 
dent that if those most interested 
would make the proper effort, suffic­ 
ient funds could he raised to build all 
the churches that we need. Our peo­ 
ple are liberal, and even those that 
pay the least attention to sacred things 
would contribute freely for such a 
commendable purpose. 
A handsome church, comfortably 
furnished, and good music, are power­ 
ful accessories to the cause of religion, 
and they ought to be provided. Our 
Eastern visitors, coming from a land 
of churches and rather inclined any­ 
way to class us as a godless set, are not 
favorably impressed with such an evi­ 
dent poverty of church accommoda­ 
tions, and are apt to allow that consid­ 
eration to weigh against permanently 
locating. All the considerations make 
it imperative that an earnest effort 
should at once be inaugurated to in­ 
crease the number and improve the 
character of our church-buildings. 
The first one in the field will, if their 
efforts are properly directed, succeed 
the best, not only in raising funds, but 
in building up a society. The church 
that within a few monthB, erects a 
creditable edifice in an accessible part 
of the city, furnishing it in good style 
and filling its pulpit with an earnest 
and talented minister, will achieve a 
success that has never yet been ap­ 
proached in the religious history of our 
city. 
A One Term Convert. 
The administration press have been 
very slow to see the advantage of re­ 
stricting the President to a single 
term, and have steadily argued that it 
is good policy to re-elect a good Chief 
Magistrate as often as he will serve, 
while the people can be trusted to re­ 
tire a bad one to private life. When 
the boot is on the other leg, however, 
they have no difficulty in understand­ 
ing the necessity of the adoption of 
such a principle, and hence we are not 
surprised that the Ban Diego Union, 
aggravated by the election of Rooth, 
favors the amendment of our Consti­ 
tution so us to prohibit the Governor 
from re-election, and making him in­ 
eligible to the United States Senate, 
during his term of office. If there is 
anything in the one term principle, 
when applied to the Presidency, it cer­ 
tainly has the same force in the Gov­ 
ernor’s case, but the Union ought to 
know that it is out of the power of the 
State to prescribe the qualifications of 


a United States Senator. That little 
job has been taken off its hands by the 
Constitution of the United States 
which makes the Senate the judge of 
the qualifications of its own members. 
The State of Illinois in the Constitu­ 
tion of 1848 provided that no judicial 
officer of the State should be eligible 
to an election to either branch of Con­ 
gress, but the Legislature elected 
Judge Trumbull, and the Senate held 
that he was entitled to his seat. No 
principle is better established than 
that a State cannot establish different 
or additional qualifications to those 
already fixed, and the Union is only 
making an exhibition of childish rage, 
by proposing such an amendment. 


¿The E u ca lyp tu s. 
We have before called attention to 
this beautiful and valuable tree and 
urged our people to plant. Its rapid 
growth and elegant proportions makes 
it a highly ornamental tree on the 
farm, and we can imagine no more at­ 
tractive vista than an avenue of these 
tall and graceful trees. Its timber is 
also among the most valuable for all 
purposes and it has been fully demon­ 
strated that its growth is a certain 
means of dispelling miasmatic influ­ 
ences, a plantation of these trees, hav­ 
ing in numerous cases transformed a 
fever stricken swamp into a dry 
healthful locality. The Eucalyptus 
grows here with astonishing rapidity. 
Its culture is simple, and there is no 
reason why it should not be extensive­ 
ly planted. We have no very large 
specimens, as it has only' been planted 
within a few years, but it comes for­ 
ward so fast in this land of wonderful 
growths, only a brief period will elapse 
before those now started will be mag­ 
nificent forest trees. The largest tree 
of the kind in the State is only seven­ 
teen years old from tha seed, and it is 
nearly if not quite 100 feet high, and 
the trunk measures two feet in diame­ 
ter at the ground, tapering to the top 
like a finely proportioned flag pole. 
An exchange describes it as resem­ 
bling a tree that has grown in the for­ 
est, instead of standing by itself on 
comparatively open ground. The bark 
is smooth and the trunk free from 
limbs about half its height. It is 
still growing vigorously, aud doubtless 
will in a few years, more make a tree 
that will attract universal attention, 
by its size and beauty. 


Ax administration orgun thinks 
that “the Republican Senatorial cau­ 
cus, in unanimously selecting Senator 
Carpenter of Wisconsin to act as Pres­ 
ident pro tem. of the Senate during the 
absence of the Vice-President, placed 
its stigma upon what is known as the 
Long Branch slander, and renewed its 
confidence in the integrity and ability 
of the Senator from Wisconsin.” On 
the contrary', it is the opinion of those 
not blinded by party' prejudice, that 
the Republican Senators have placed 
a stigma on themselves, which can­ 
not be removed. If Senator Carpen­ 
ter is innocent, why does he not accept 
the challenge of the New York Tri­ 
bune and establish his innocence in a 
court that is not so easily influenced 
by political considerations as a Repub­ 
lican caucus. 


It Ls refreshing to know that United 
States Senators still have some regard 
for tliejfltness of things, and that 
there is still one office, that of Chief 
Justice, for which the applicant must 
present clean hands and an untarnish­ 
ed record. The telegraph announces 
that Senators will vote to reject Wil­ 
liams for his complicity in smothering 
the investigation of the Oregon elec­ 
tion frauds, and for helping himself to 
a family carriage out of the Contingent 
Fund of his department. Williams 
can of course retort, “you’re another,” 
but then the office of Senator has no­ 
toriously been subject to purchase and 
sale, while the Chief Justiceship is as 
yet untainted. 


Jas. H. McConnell of Springfield, 
Illinois, has been experimenting for 
several years with the Indian Mallow, 
a hardy und rapid- growing weed, and 
claims that its fiber is superior to jute 
for the manufacture of bagging. The 
plant is easily raised, growing from 
five to fifteen feet high doing best on 
good corn land and seems well adapt­ 
ed to our climate. David Wilson of 
Santa Cruz has grown it to some ex­ 
tent, and will give information to any 
one applying. He also expects to 
have seed to distribute among those 
willing to test it. 
The Bakersfield Courier says a com­ 
pany of practical farmers from Han Jose 
have filed articles of incorporation for 
the construction of an irrigating ditch 
on the north side of Kern River. The 
ditch is to commence at a point well 
up in the foothills, and its immediate 
purpose is to water an extensive tract 
that is believed to be specially adapted 
to fruit culture, but its usefullness will 
only be limited by the distance to 
which it may be carried. When com­ 
pleted, the improvment will bring un­ 
der cultivation an extensive area of 
productive land. The farmers who 
bear the expense of construction will 
have sole control ef the ditch. 
Homewood and Johnson, of New 
York, offer to back Tar River, a nine- 
year-old stallion, against Thad Stev­ 
ens, for $25,000 to$50,000. Conditions, 
that Thad shall go East and run on a 
New York track, according to Ameri­ 
can Jocky Club rules, either four or 
five-mile heats, two in three or three 
in five.

Bunker Hill. 
A little over a year more, ami the 
100th anniversary of the Rattle of 
Bunker Hill will take place. A little 
band of heroes, then imuiKurated a 
struggle, which brought untold results.

lis last rest. The Coroner’s inquest 
then exhibited the following facts: 
The deceased was a young man, Mexi­ 
can, partly destroyed by buzzards or 
coyotes; he had apparently been lay­ 
ing there dead two or even three weeks 
and seemed to have died of syphilis. 
His clothes appeared to have been 
washed by the rain. From the evi­ 
dence, it seems possible, that the de­ 
ceased had been on the road to Los 
Angeles, perhaps in search of medical 
assistance, but was overtaken by night 
and rain and looked for shelter below 
a large oak tree and then and there he 
must have died. 
He was first seen by 
a Californian a few days ago, but he 
was too much afraid of the appearance 
to get near him and told others until 
it reached the ears of the Corner. 
The deceased was a man, appareutly 
Californian or Mexican, aged about 
28 years, his name could not be ascer­ 
tained, he had black hair, dark com­ 
plexion, small moustache, was about
